In ad d ition to the cram p ed 
q u arters for v isitors, the tank sp ace 
has been fou nd to be inad eq u ate.

inv est the p rop osed enlarged institu ­ 
tion w ith the best id eas which hav e 
been w orked ou t in sim ilar institu tions 
In the large cities in the world the d i­ 
rector, I)r. Charles II. Townsend , will 
be sent abroad to insp ect the aq u ari­ 
u m s in Eu rop e. 
Owing to the enorm ou s am ou nt of 
sp ace lost in the p resent old bu ild ing

The g eneral g o v ernment erected it . 
1 8 0 7, when the site w as abo ut 30< 
y ards from the m ainland , a part oi 
Battery p ark hav ing since been m ad e 
by filling u p the sp ace between the 
shore at tha t ^tne and the island . 
The stru ctu re w^s first known as Cas­ 
tle Clinton and w as a fortress, which 
accou nts for its w alls of fou rteen feet 
in thickness, su p p osed a t the tim e to 
be bomb p roof. 
Fifteen y ears a fte r its com p letion its 
necessity as a m eans of d efense p ass­ 
ed aw ay , and the fed eral au thorities 
ced ed it to the city in 1822. Tw o y ears 
later it w as leased to p riv ate ind iv id ­ 
u als as a p ld v e of am u sem ent, and its 
floor w as laid ou t elaborately as an 
ind oor gard en.

Bailey is any longer a m em ber of the 
senate, notw ithstand ing the fact that 
he w ithd rew his resignation abou t six 
hou rs after it had been sent to Gov er­ 
nor Colq u itt of Tex as. 
Some law y ers 
argu e that the resignation acted au to­ 
m atically ,the m inu te Gov ernor Col­ 
q u itt acknow led ged receip t o fit, and 
tha t retirem ent from the senate in 
this m anner is not affected by a gov er­ 
nor’s refu sal to accep t the resignation. 
O ther law y ers are inclined to the 
op inion tha t the legislatu re being in 
session, the resignation becomes au ­ 
tom atically effectiv e the m inu te it 
oomcs before the legislatu re, and the 
action of the Tex as senate In v oting 
on the m otion req u esting Bailey to 
withd raw' his resignation constitu ted 
a formal acknow led gm ent of it. 
The 
law y ers who take this v iew contend 
tha t there is a v ery fine q u estion 
w hether Bailey is not now ou t of the 
senate. 
A nother p oint is w hether the 
ric e p resid ent had the right to w ith­ 
hold the notice of resignation afte r its 
p resentation to him for su bm ission to 
the senate. 
W hat is regard ed as a p reced ent for 
this situ ation is a case which oc­ 
cu rred in the hou se in 187 0, when a 
m em ber of the hou se who had resign­ 
ed was not p erm itted by the hou se to 
withd raw' his resignation. 
This case, 
record ed 
in 
H ind s’s 
Parliam entary 
P reced ents, was tha t of R ep resenta­ 
tiv e J. S. Gollad ay of Kentu cky . 
The 
Qu estion arose w hether the gov ernor 
of K entu cky had any right to refu se 
to accep t Gollad ay ’s resignation. 
It 
w as insisted on the floor of the hou se 
that Gollad ay , from the tim e he p re­ 
sented his resignation, wras no m ore 
a m em ber than any stranger in the 
gallery . 
In su p p ort of this claim, the W hite- 
m ore case wras cited as follow's: 
“The right of resignation is p u rely 
p ersonal to a mem ber, and w’hen he 
has ex ercised this right, he becomes 
ip so facto no longer a m em ber.” 
It is contend ed tha t the single d if­ 
ference betw een Senator Bailey ’s case 
and tha t cf Gollad ay , who, by the way , 
nev er resu m ed his seat, lies in the 
fact tha t the la tte r’s resignation was 
entered u p on the jou rnal of the hou se, 
while as the resu lt of the action of the 
v ice p resid ent, this was not d one i i 
B ailey ’s case. 
It is fu rther contend ed 
that the v ice p resid ent sim p ly ex ceed ­ 
ed his au thority w’hen he shov ed Sen­ 
ator Bailey ’s resignation in his p ocket 
instead of p resenting it to the senate, 
as Bailey req u ested . 
The action of 
Mr. Bailey in resigning serv ed to em­ 
p hasize the cleav age in the D em ocrat­ 
ic m inority in the senate. 
The rev olt 
against Senator Bailey ’s nom inal lead ­ 
ership has been grow ing for some 
time. 
N early all of the new senators 
are ex p ected to line u p w ith the anti- 
Bailev faction.

REGULATIVE UHL 


Local Attorneys Declare Method For 


Determining Population in Rush­ 


ville is a Big Hoax. 


B EN EFIT TO SALOON INTERESTS 


Brewers Send Out Copies of New 


Bill to Commissioners, County 


Attorney and Auditor. 


Among numerous other things, lo­ 
cal attorneys, who have been retain­ 
ed by the “drys” believe that they 
have found a real 
“joker” in the 
Proctor restrictive liquor bill, which 
was signed by the governor Saturday 
and copies of which will be received, 
fresh from the State press, in a few’ 
days. The “joker” as they see it, ri 
in the manner in which the popula­ 
tion may be determined ifo decide on 
the number of saloons which shall be 
in a certain community. 
In section 
four of tihe 
act it is 
stated: 
“That the number of retail 
licenses which may be granted in any 
city or township under this act shall 
no»t be more than one for each five 
hundred inhabitants thereof, which 
number may be further limited by the 
board of county commissioners of 
any county to any number not less 
than one to each one thousand in­ 
habitants of such city or ttownship.” 
The above clause, local attorneys 
declare, is perfectly satisfactory, but 
it is in the following clause from the 
same section that they have discov­ 
ered the alleged “joker:” 
“In de­ 
termining ithe number of inhabitants 
in any city or 
township in 
which 
there is no city located for the pur­ 
pose of this act, the same shall be 
taken as being five times the greatest 
aggregate vote cast for all candi­ 
dates for any office in such city or 
township at the last general election 
held therein preceding the filing of 
such application for a license, and 
•the number of any inhabitants in any 
township outside the corporate limits 
of any city located therein shall be 
determined by the last United States 
census taken in each township pre­ 
ceding the filing of such application." 
It is impossible to determine' the 
number of voters in Rushville from 
the last general election) as many 
precincts extend out of the corpor­ 
ate limits of the city. In (that event 
it is to be supposed that five times 
the “greatest aggregate vote” in the 
last city election would be taken as 
the number of inhabitants in Rush­ 
ville. If that be the case, tho great­ 
est aggregate in the last city election 
was cast for mayor, J. M. Stevens 
receiving 611 votes and Mayor B. A. 


Black, 720, making a total of 1331. 
That would make Rushville’s popula­ 
tion 6,655. 
Should the commission­ 
ers limit the number of saloons to 
the smallest possible number, one for 
each one thousand iujhabitafci'te, lib 
would mean 
that Rushville 
would 
have six saloons. If in the other ex­ 
treme, one for every five hundred in­ 
habitants, the number of 
saloons 
would be thirteen. 
Local people feel 
certain that the population* of Rush­ 
ville is not five thousand or the re­ 
turns of the last census would have 
been made long ago. 
County Auditor Jesse Stone, Coun­ 
ty Attorney Will McColgin and mem­ 
bers of the county board of commis­ 
sioners and other public officials to­ 
day received 
copies of 
the new 
Proctor regulative and restrictive act 
which 
was 
signed by 
Governor 
Marshall lade Saturday. 
Copies of 
the new aet, 
published in 
booklet 
form, have been mailed to these of­ 
ficials by the Ipdiana Association of 
Brewers, and 
Senator 
Stephen B. 
Flemming of Fort Wayne, who has 
taken an active part in guiding the 
bill through -the 
Legislature, 
has 
given out a number of copies. 
By reason of the new law con­ 
taining an emergency clause it be­ 
came effective immediately after it 
received the approval of 
Governor 
Marshall, and because of the many 
changes made from the present law 
it was deemed advisable to send out 
copies of it so those who have to do 
with enforcing its provisions might 
know in advance of the publication 
of the acts of 1911 just w’hat would

Indianapolis, March 6.—The sixty - 
seventh session of the General Assem­ 
b ly of the state of Indiana will expire 
tonight at midnight b y limitation, if 
it does not earlier adjourn for lack of 
b usiness to keep it going until that 
hour. 
For the first time in y ears the b ig 
appropriation b ills have not kept the 
assemb ly tied up at the last minute. 
This y ear the appropriation b ill was 
divided into a general and a specific 
b ill and these were passed some day s 
ago and reached the governor on Sat­ 
urday . 
With these and the “plat­ 
form” measures out of the way and 
signed the closing hours were less 
strenuous than usually marks the 
hours of an expiring legislature in In­ 
diana. 
Ma ny Ne w La ws . 


The session closes with a record 
of ab out two hundred b ills which have 
b een enacted into laws. 
Eighty -three laws were added to the 
statutes of Indiana Saturday , after one 
of the b usiest day s in the governor’s 
office since the legislature opened. 
Among the more important b ills which 
b ecame laws b y virtue of the gover­ 
nor’s signature was the Proctor regu­ 
lative and restrictive liquor b ill. The 
Proctor local option b ill No. 3, which 
fixes the unit for holding local option 
elections, providing that elections may 
b e held in cities, townships and terri­ 
tory outside of townships, instead of 
making the county the unit, as under 
the old law, also was among the meas­ 
ures to which Governor Marshall af­ 
fixed his signature. The original local 
option b ill which Governor Marshall 
signed was not b elieved to b e entirely 
adequate to stand a court test. 
The 
b ill he signed Saturday corrects the 
title of the county option b ill, which 
was feared to b e unconstitutional, and 
makes proper provision for the b asis 
of a petition in territories where city 
and country precinct lines overlap. 
With the signing of the restrictive 
and regulative b ill the operation of 
the saloon b usiness throughout the 
state b egan under the new regime Sat­ 
urday night. In cities of the first and 
second classes the saloons may b e per­ 
mitted to remain open until 12 o’clock 
midnight, instead of closing at 11 
o’clock, as under the former law. 


The Corrupt Pra ctice s Act. 
In addition to the two liquor b ills 
Governor Marshall signed the corrupt 
practices act. This is one of the most 
Important pieces of legislation that 
has come b efore the general assem­ 
b ly , making, as it does, stringent pro­ 
visions for the conduct of elections. 
The b ill limits the amount of contrib u­ 
tions which any candidate for political 
office may give to the central commit­ 
tee in the district in which he is a 
candidate. The new’ law prohib its the 
soliciting of funds for the conduct of 
the campaign and prohib its any can­ 
didate for a judicial office from con­ 
trib uting. 
The b ill which divides the jurisdic­ 
tion of the supreme and appellate 
courts in Indiana, designed to relieve 
the congested condition of b oth trib u­ 
nals, was signed b y the governor, as 
was the b ill for the new’ constitution 
for Indiana, and the b ill which amends 
the pub lic accounts 
law b y giving 
prosecutors the right to b ring suits 
against officials w’hose accounts are 
found to b e improprely placed on the 
pub Uc b ooks. There are a numb er of 
, other provisions in the new b ill re- 
j garding the operation of the state 
I b oard of accounts, among them b eing 
! a reduction in the salary of the field 
examiners from $10 a day to $8 a day . 


The Re gis tra tion Act. 
Then there was the b ill for the reg­ 
istration of voters; the b ill providing 
for the inspection of b uilding and loan 
associations b y the state auditor; the 
b ill providing for the appointment 
by 
the governor of a commission to in­ 
vestigate 
industrial 
education; 
the 
ophthalmia neonatorum b ill, providing 
for the protection of the ey es of chil­ 
dren at b irth; the b ill providing a 
b ounty on crows, and the b ill provid­ 
ing that a railway company shall pay 
wages of discharged employ es within 
twenty -four hours after discharge. 
Among other b ills which have b e- 
oome laws is the measure providing 
fo r the appointment of a locomotive 
b oiler inspector and the uniform ca­ 
b oose b ill. 
The b ill was b acked b y 
the Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen 
and is designed to minimize the num­ 
b er of accidents resulting from short 
cab ooses. 
Under the new law all ca­ 
b oose cars must b e at least twenty - 
| four feet In length. All railroad com- 
! panies are given until Jan. 1, 
19 14, to 
! install the regulation cab ooses.
